Socialist Uprising Is Raging 
—Dictatorship of the So­ 
cialists Proclaimed Is the 
Report—The Acquittal of 
a Number of Former Sol­ 
diers Accused of Having 
I Killed a Socialist at Shal- 
lendorf Iii January Preci­ 
pitated the Riots and Rev­ 
olution—T h e R ed Flag 
Waves. 


Vienna was the 
scene 
of bitter 
rioting and street fighting Friday. 
Virtually isolated from the remaind 
er of Europe, complete and even ac­ 
curate details of the situation were 
slow in seeping thru, but estimates*of 
its casualties ranged up to 400 with 
the dead from 12 to IOO. 
Thru the veil 
of silence came one 
report from Turin that “a red dicta­ 
torship” had been set up, but other 
dispatches from bordar 
towns said 
that the situation had been mastered 
by the officials. 
The rioting started after the ac- ( 
quitted of several former soldiers ac-1 
cused of murdering 
a Socialist, and 
the Palace of Justice was burned and 
records destroyed. 
Special dispatches received in Lon­ 
don stated that the rioting was real­ 
ly part of a coup d’etat, but no con-J 
firmation of this was available. 
A general strike 
was reported to 
have been called Friday night, with 
the rioting mob waiting at strategical 
points 
while 
negotiations 
beaween 
their leaders 
and Chancellor Seipel 
proceeded. 
Newspaper 
offices were 
sacked, 
apartments looted near the Palace of 
Justice and police stations raided. 
Serious rioting that develooped in­ 
to heavy fighting threw Vienna into 
wild disorders. 
At 4 o’clock the cas­ 
ualties were reported to be 40 killed 
and 20 wounded. 
Minor riots were proceeding in oth­ 
er parts of the city while a mob col­ 
lected outside of the Italian legation 
shouting: 
“Down 
with 
Mussolini! 
Down with Fascism!” 
The palace of justice was set afire 
and nearby apartments, whose occu­ 
pants are away on holidays, were in­ 
vaded and looted. 
Parliament is ad­ 
journed and the cabinet met in con­ 
state session to 
deliberate 
on the 
situation. 
The acquittal of a number of for­ 
mer soldiers who 
were accused 
of 
having killed a Socialist at Schallen- 
dorf in 
January, 
precipitated 
the 
riots. 
The 
acquittals 
were 
announced 
Friday night after 
violent political 
speeches 
by counsels for 
both 
the 
prosecution and 
defense. 
A large 
crowd which was waiting outside for 
the verdict immediately started hos­ 
tile 
demonstrations 
against 
the 
judges, which led 
to minor 
clashes 
and police interference. 
It was early Friday morning, how­ 
ever, when the real trouble began, as 
soon as newspaper reports made the 
verdict generally known. Some of the 
newspapers printed denunciations of 
the verdict. 
Workers left 
the 
fac- 
factories and began moving in the di­ 
rection of Ringstrasse shouting “Mur- 
dereds! Down with class justice.” 
The 
first conflicts occurred oppo­ 
site the university, where policemen 
were disarmed 
and 
their uniforms 


toms off by the mob. 
The officers 
were rescued with great difficulty by 
reinforcements of police. 
The 
most 
menacing situation arose outside of 
the palace of justice 
where 
thou­ 
sands of workmen erected barricades 
with motor cars and motor lorries to 
prevent the mounted police from ad­ 
vancing. 
Soon after noon a mob got inside 
the building and played havoc there 
despite a large guard of police. Win­ 
dows were smashed 
and books and 
documents thrown out to be burned 
by the rioters. 
Officials and clerks 
were dragged 
out and beaten by the enraged mob 
and were only saved from lynching 
by 
volunteer Red 
Cross 
workers. 
Meanwhile a desultory fire was open­ 
ed on the rioters from another story 
of the law courts. 
The mob prevented the efforts of 
the 
fire brigade 
to extinguish the 
flames at the palace of justice and 
for a time it seemed as if the police 
had disappeared.

Handling Soy Beans for 
Both Hay and for Seed 
Soy beans should be cut for bay 
soon after the seed pods have been 
formed and before the seeds have 
been fully developed, about the time 
the lower leaves begin to turn yellow 
and drop. 
For seed soys should he allowed to 
become fully matured before harvest­ 
ing. At this time the leaves will have 
largely dropped off. If they stand up 
well It Is more satisfactory to cut and 
hind and shock them and let them 
stand In the shocks until dry enough 
to thresh. 
They may be cut with a 
mower and shocked until ready to 
thresh, hut more of the seed will shat 
tor and he lost and they will be 
harder to thresh. 
In making hay of soys they should 
he allowed to become well wilted In 
the swath before raking aul shocking, 
but should not be allowed to become 
dry enough to shatter off the leaves 
The shocks will shed water better ll

Tim morgue started its grewsome 
career In June, IST."), as one of a 
group of public buildings, 
housing

to place a shot in a vital spot and tile 
elephant collapsed. 
On several occasions the party nar­ 
rowly averted dashes with 
native 
tribesmen who refused to sell sorely 
needed foods. 
Through a show of 
force and with the assistance of gov­ 
ernm ent officials, the party managed 
to secure supplies without actual con­ 
flict. 
Most notable among the specimens 
secured by the party were a white 
rhinoceros, which is rapidly becoming 
extinct, and a male and female of Ab­ 
bott^ duiker, a species of pigmy ante­ 
lope, very rare and most difficult to 
bag. 
The Abbott’** duiker is repre­ 
sented in very few museums, and so 
far as is known, no other museum has 
a pair. 
St took more than IOO natives and 
tilhree days of strenuous effort to bag 
rh* duikers. 
First the natives cut 
paths through the dense forest up a 
mountainside. Five drives were made. 
Gangs of natives drove through the 
forest, setting up a clamor by shout­ 
ing, blowing horns and using other 
noise-making instruments, while the 
members of the expedition watched 
a t various points along the cleared 
paths. Finally the duikers were rout­ 
ed from their cover and were bagged. 
It took eight days to secure the i 
'rhino, which fell from four bullet 
wounds, Mr. Zimmer said. 
When the 
work of removing the hide began, the 
party found it necessary to establish 
a strong guard to ward off many na­ 
tives who gathered in the hope of 
feasting on the carcass, as the meat 
srf the rhino is a favorite food. 
The 
field museum hunters feared the na­ 
tives would not stop at the carcass, 
bat take the hide and skeleton as 
*?eIL 
“The acquisition of the white rhino 
will give the museum a particularly 
complete collection of rhinoceroses, 
mil types of which are disappearing,” 
'O r. W infred IL Osgood, curator of 
ethology of the museum, declared.

El H assan is one of the 14 sons of 
the late Moorish chief, Maim Hammon, 
who long resisted the French advance. 
One day all his sons appeared at the 
French camp and surrendered, where­ 
upon 
the 
French commander sent 
word to him that as his sons had laid 
down their arms it would be wise for 
him to follow their example. The old 
chief replied that he had ordered his 
sous to come iii and render allegiance 
to the French, but that he was too 
old to change his habits, 
lie contin­ 
ued his dei: nice and was soon after­ 
ward shot and killed by men com­ 
manded by his own sons. By making 
his sons surrender the old pasha 
saved for them his vast property and 
insured th at one of them became his 
successor as chief. 
“El Hassan can neither read nor 
write, such accomplishments being re­ 
garded by the Berbers as too effemi­ 
nate for the chieftain of 15,000 horse­ 
men,” Doctor Grosvenor said. “He 
employs secretaries to keep the tully 
of his flocks and herds. Shortly before 
our visit the French, on completion of 
the road crver the mountains, had pre­ 
sented him with a powerful automo­ 
bile which he is learning to drive.” 
At Fez Doctor and Mrs. Grosvenor 
were entertained by tile Governor 
General and Countess de Chambrun, 
the latter a sister of Nicholas Long- 
worth, speaker of the house; the 
former Is a direct descendant of Lafa­ 
yette and once was military attache 
of the French embassy in Washington, 
i 
“Fez is probably the most interest­ 
ing place in Morocco,” Doctor Gros- 
j venor continued. “It is a city of 150.- 
000 people and is probably nearly 
2,000 years old. 
It contains many 
splendid examples of ancient Moorish 
art and architecture. 
It has a water 
supply system and running water that 
was installed many centuries before 
Paris or London had running water, 
“Property aud life are so secure 
that a murder is a ten years’ sensa­ 
tion. 
Women Are Burden Bearers. 
“Women probably hold in Morocco a 
lower place than In any country in 
the world. 
You see them bent double 
carrying on their ba^ks for many 
miles huge packs of fodder for Ute 
horses and cows. 
Men ride stallions 
only, for mares do no work and carry 
no loads because their strength must 
be saved so that they may foal strong, 
healthy colts. 
But no burden is too 
heavy for women. 
You will see a 
man riding comfortably astride his 
horse or donkey and his wife trudging 
behind in Ills dust and carrying his 
baby and the family belongings. And 
yet you see no discontented female 
faces. Crushing labor has been their 
lot for countless generations and they 
accept it patiently. 
After leaving French Morocco, Doctor 
anti Mrs. Grosvenor motored through 
Spanish Morocco, visiting Tetuan and 
Ceuta, and then crossed the Straights 
of G ibraltar to Algebras. 
Contrary 
to the prevalent belief, they found the 
motor highways of Spain excellent, 
with the result that tiiey had a com­ 
fortable and most enjoyable ride from 
Algeciras along the coast to Malaga, 
tlienee 
over 
the superb 
mountain 
passes behind Malaga to Granada 
where they visited tbe Alhambra, In 
which Queen Isabella gave her jewel* 
to Columbus to finance him and sent 
him on his historic voyage; then they

Seville, where is Columbus’ tomb, to 
Toledo and Madrid. 
Spain is a remarkable country and 
particularly Interesting to Americans 
because of her historic associations 
with our continent. 
Her people look

cathedrals, landscapes and mountain 
ranges are indescribably beautiful.
